Habitat for Humanity

BRIAN WITTAL Tht , Municipal Area 
Mayor of Didsbury Partnership recently 
received back a summary 
of an affordable housing 
needs assessment for Mountain View County and the 
urban municipalities within it conducted by Housing 
Strategies Inc. 

The summary report suggests as many as 150 census 
households in Didsbury with incomes that fall below low 
income cut-offs, may be in need of more affordable hous¬ 
ing. 

It amounts to an estimated 50 couple families, .‘15 lone- 
parent families, 00 individuals, and five ‘other’ house¬ 
holds, states the report. 

If considering those with incomes which fall below the 
2008 core need income threshold, that number escalates 
to as many as 350 census households which may be in 
need of more affordable housing. 

According to Statistics Canada, the median household 
income in Didsbury was $52,841 in 2006.

from 12th to Kith streets have all been 
deferred to cut back costs of approximate¬ 
ly $300,000. 

“We’re deferring them till probably next 
year and it’s kind of dependent on develop¬ 
ers as well," said Reichenbacher. 

“We haven't taken a formal amendment 
to the capital budget because we’re still 
waiting for some other things that are on 
the go...but we're hoping that as a result 
of the current year’s activities we’ll be able 
to do as much as we can but we’re going to 
probably have to amend the budget if 
those things don’t happen,” noted 
Reichenbacher. 

The project plan was to bring the 
stormwater from Princess Petra across 
15th Ave. and to tie into the stormwater 
plan with the high school to ultimately be 
used by a proposed new golf course. 

Since developers have delayed the golf 
course development by approximately one 
year, administration recommended the 
projects be delayed until the status of the 
golf course is determined and a timeline 
for construction has been provided to the 
town. 


About $300,000 in infrastructure proj¬ 
ects planned for this year are now being 
deferred because the province has cut¬ 
back MSI Capital Grants to the town. 

Town of Didsbury has changed following 
the provincial budget announcements 
early April. 

The province had initially pledged to 
give the town up to $591,480 through the 
capital grant fund in 2009, but after the 
provincial budget was passed in April, that 
amount has been revised down to 
$331,501. 

“At that time (April 21 meeting), council 
directed us to consider making reductions 
for the capital budget,” explained James 
Reichenbacher, the town’s chief adminis¬ 
trative officer. 

As a result, planned projects of con¬ 
struction of a sidewalk along 15th Ave. 
from 15t.h St. to 16th St., construction of a 
catch basin taking water from Princess 
Petra to 15th Ave. and installation of 
underground stormwater along 15th Ave.

“The assessments are made as of July 1, 2008 and is 
a measure of the change in value from July I, 2007 to 
July 1, 2008," Reichenbacher explained. 

All property considered for taxation in this year’s 
budget was assessed at having a combined worth of 
over $580 million. 

Didsbury taxpayers will also owe the provincial gov¬ 
ernment $1.2 million for the education tax. Residential 
and farmland owners are being charged $1,019,527 
while non-residential land owners will owe $180,000. 

The exact amount each taxpayer owes will appear on 
the municipal tax bill as a separate amount. 


limited to four (per cent) by council," said James 
Reichenbacher, the town’s chief financial officer, 
regarding council’s direction to administration. 

According to a report presented to council by 
Reichenbacher in March, municipal taxes would have 
to rise at least 3.5 per cent to maintain present service 
levels to the community. 

However, Reiehenhacher recommended the four per 
cent increase to allow the town to begin replenishing 
its severely depleted reserves. 

Combined residential/farmland tax bills will total 
$3.1 million. Residential vacant landowners will owe 
$105,015 and non-residential property owners will owe 
$380,497. 

Non-residential vacant lot landowners will pay 
$86,826. The rate at which the non-residential vacant 
lots are taxed has increased form last year as per coun¬ 
cil direction to encourage development. 

For a home assessed at $275,000, the average 
increase on the tax bill over last year will be $103.90 or 
$8.66 monthly.

Didsbury taxpayers now owe the Town of Didsbury 
$3.7 million to help cover its expected expenditures 
for the year and suffice their contribution to the area’s 
seniors housing foundation. 

Council passed its tax rate bylaw last Tuesday, set¬ 
ting out the rates it would charge assessable property 
in the town to cover off slightly less than half of the 
$7.8 million it has budgeted for expenditures for this 
year. 

The remaining $4.1 million will be generated 
through municipal revenues, including fees and utili¬ 
ties, and transfers from other sources. 

The amount the town is collecting in municipal taxes 
from taxpayers has increased by four per cent over 
last year in order for the town to maintain current 
service levels to the community and help replenish 
depleted reserves.

A concept plan for a new 
fire hall is in the works to 
relocate the fire depart¬ 
ment out of its cramped 
quarters into a facility that 
will meet current and 
future needs. 

Didsbury Fire 

Department chief Rick 
Mousseau recently met 
with town administration 
and architects to discuss 
building needs and a con¬ 
cept plan for a new fire 
facility. 

“We're in the draft plan 
right now. Right now we’re 
in the draft stages to see if 
there are any changes to be 
made,” said Mousseau.

Legal nightmare for 
schools unjustified 


r YOU VE BEEN IN

Alberta’s PC government has 
opened the quintessential can of 
worms in what can only be described 
to be an incompetent attempt to com¬ 
ply with a Supreme Court of Canada 
ruling. The Supreme Court of Canada, 
10 years ago, ruled that the Alberta 
government had to include sexual ori¬ 
entation in its Human Rights Code. After years of non- 
compliance, the Stelmach government introduced Bill 44 
this session, to comply with the court’s ruling. However, 
in introducing Bill 44, Mr. Stelmach’s government also ele¬ 
vated parents’ rights to pull their child out of ;uiy class¬ 
room that deals with issues of sex or religion - to a 
human rights issue. 

To the average person this may seem relatively insignifi¬ 
cant. The right of a parent to pull their child out of a 
classroom involving human sexuality or religious studies 
already exists in Alberta’s School Act. So what is all the 
hubbub about? 

By making a parent’s right to remove their child from a 
classroom a human rights issue, Alberta’s PC government 
has created a legal nightmare for school administrators 
and teachers. The legal complexities are very real; human 
right violations are discriminatory and subject the offend¬ 
er to numerous liabilities and possible penalties. 

If Bill 44 is passed, could a child’s parent sue a teacher 
or a school board for discrimination, if their child is 
removed from a classroom, as requested, when evolution 
is taught - but is denied equal instruction in say creation¬ 
ism? Could a child later in life sue their parents, the teach¬ 
ers and the school board if some students were taught 
both evolution and creationism, and yet they were denied 
instruction in one or the other? By making this a human 
rights issue, what happens if the parents disagree on 
whether or not their child should be removed from a 
classroom? Can one parent sue another for grandchild 
support payments as the result of an unwanted pregnancy 
in the absence of equal instruction in sex education? 
Which parent Ls correct and whose human rights would 
be violated? Who decides what equal instruction is, and 
what is discriminatory? Most likely, expensive long 
drawn-out court cases will eventually answer some of 
these questions. 

This legislative session has been a nightmare for 
Albertans. More than one bill has stripped seniors and 
landowners of their basic democratic rights. Now our 
public educat ion system is under siege from an ill-con¬ 
ceived bill. What should have been a simple housekeep¬ 
ing amendment to the Human Rights Code, to include 
sexual orientation, has culminated in unnecessary tinker¬ 
ing with the code that will most assuredly end up in 
court.

Refundable check-off 
will hurt livestock

Wainwright and the one who introduced the bill, said 
Bill 43 is all about giving producers choice. 

He noted that there are 13 producer organizations that 
currently have check-offs, and nine are refundable, 
such as barley or wheat. 

“It’s their way of ensuring that the producer organiza¬ 
tion is accountable and responsive and continues year 
after year to meet their needs.” 

Griffith said having the refundable option has worked 
well for those groups, and only about seven to 10 per 
cent of the producers ask for their check-offs back. 

“For consistency, it makes sense that the other organ¬ 
izations fall in line with their nine sister organizations 
and the principal that the government advocates for, 
and that’s individual producer choice.” 

Burton agrees that if producers want the check-off to 
be refundable, ABP would support that decision. But he 
says no one has asked producers what they want. 


A new bill that could make check-offs refundable to 
producers is a mistake, says the chair of the Alberta 
Beef Producers. 

Bill 43 is provincial legislation that, if passed, will 
make check-offs refundable for beef, pork, lamb and 
potato producers. 

Rick Burton, chair of the Alberta Beef Producers, 
explained that his group is funded by collecting a non- 
refundable check-off, or levy, each time cattle is sold. 
The ABP then uses this money for marketing, research 
and lobbying, on behalf of all beef producers in the 
province. 

For example, he said, ABP funded work on the coun¬ 
tervail challenge about 10 years ago, when a group of 
US producers didn’t want Canadian cattle exported into 
the US. A large trade dispute and lengthy court battle 
ensued, costing the ABP about $3.5 million. 

When the levy was first introduced in 1009 it was 10 
cents, and now it is $3 per animal. 

Burton said the concern when the check-off was first 
established was that if it was refundable, the biggest 
players in the industry could demand to make policy 
changes. 

“The theory was, a very large producer, who was sub¬ 
mitting a large number of dollars, he can either ask for 
a policy change to suit his purposes or he can ask for his 
money back," he said. 

“It was agreed, 40 years ago, that that didn’t make any 
sense, and it should be the producers that vote and not 
dollars that vote.” 

Burton said he believes the current challenge on the 
check-off is being brought about by a number of large 
producers who turn over in excess of $100,000 a year in 
levies. 

“Where we’re going to find ourselves, if this legisla¬ 
tion is passed, is a situation right hack where the indus¬ 
try was trying to avoid 40 years ago.

Burton approached the government about having a 
plebiscite with Alberta’s 28,000 beef producers, but that 
idea was shot down.

best interests of the producers at large." 

Griffith explained that a plebiscite with Alberta beef 
producers was held about 10 years ago and that vote 
was 51 per cent to 49 per cent, in favour of keeping the 
check-off non-refundable. 

“To have another plebiscite, if it turns out to be 50/50 
or 51/49, that really doesn’t resolve anything,” he said. 

Griffith added that the initial government legislation 
made it mandatory and that didn’t let the producers 
choose. 

“This (bill) gives them the chance to choose every sin¬ 
gle year,” he said.

The assessment report states that once all pertinent 
data is analyzed, there continues to be a significant per¬ 
centage of households earning low and modest incomes. 

Based on MIX sales data published by the Calgary Real 
Estate Board, the report states a household with five per 
cent down payment would have to earn an annual com¬ 
bined income of $66,000 in order to purchase the aver¬ 
age-priced home in Didsbury in 2008 and $68,700 in 
order to purchase the median-priced home sold in 2008. 

For rental places, households living in Didsbury in 
2008 required annual combined incomes of $20,120 to 
afford the average rent for a one bedroom unit, $25,680 
to afford the average rent for a two-bedroom unit and 
$30,680 to afford the average rent for a three bedroom 
unit, according to the report. 

The assessment noted this information suggested 
rental housing in Didsbury is not affordable for house¬ 
holds earning less than $15,000 and for households earn¬

ing less than $20,000 there may be limited affordable 
rental opportunities. 

Stats Can also reported that between 2001 and 2006 an 
increase of an estimated 25.7 per cent in Didsbury mort¬ 
gage payments and an increase of estimated 30.9 per 
cent in Didsbury’s monthly rental payments. 

Didsbury had an overall rental vacancy rate of 2.9 per 
cent (three vacant units) at the time of the count in 2008. 

Habitat for Humanity may consider a Didsbury build 
once its current project in Olds is completed. 

Habitat for Humanity Mountain View Affiliate estab¬ 
lishes a fund, created through donations by corpora¬ 
tions, churches, service clubs, governments and individ¬ 
uals. 

It then uses this fund to help select a partner family to 
build their home. The partner family is contracted to a 
no interest mortgage with its Habitat Affiliate. The fami¬ 
ly's mortgage payments go back into the fund, which 
then allows more homes to be built. 

Wittal says the town town will do its best to help 
Habitat for Humanity build in Didsbury. 


“From a town’s perspective there are certainly things 
we can look at doing to help them with the projects from 
fees for development permits being waived just to keep 
the overall cost of the project down,” he said. 

Wittal said once a location to build a Habitat for 
Humanity house in Didsbury is selected, the organiza¬ 
tion could start looking for applicants early next year. 

With that timeframe, construction on a home could 
begin later that fall or early spring 2011. 

The Mountain View Chapter of Habitat for Humanity 
began in 2002 and the first home was built in Cremona 
three years later. 

In 2007 a home was built by the group in Sundre and 
currently a duplex is being completed in Olds with plans 
on finishing a second duplex in Olds late this year or 
early next year. 

“Habitat for Humanity can come in and they help you 
get from the step of never being able to possibly own a 
home to give you that first home ownership scenario,” 
Wittal explained. “It’s a great organization with a great 
philosophy behind them."

Inez Kosinski hasn't 
stayed in one place or job 
for more than five years 
except for her current 
position. 

For the past 10 years, 
Kosinski has been the 
Didsbury Municipal 

Library’s director and 
loves it. On May 11, 
Kosinski was presented 
with a certificate of appre¬ 
ciation recognizing her 10 
years of service with the 
library. 

Kosinski was unaware 
she was being presented 
with anything but it came 
as a pleasant surprise to 
her. “It always feels good 
to be recognized," she said 
humbly. “I was honoured 
at the fact they asked the 
mayor to come make a 
presentation so it wasn’t 
just ordinary." 

Being involved with 
libraries in Alberta for 29 
years, Kosinski has held 
positions with libraries in 
various departments rang¬ 
ing from working on the 
board to working in the 
library. She’s honest in 
saying her preference is to 
be in the library surround¬ 
ed not only by the books 
but the people. 

Kosinski’s day consists 
of coming in well before 
the library is open so she 


can get work done, which 
then allows her to talk to 
the people who come in. 
She added that calling 
someone to let them know 
their book has come in or 
when the van comes to 
deliver new books (every 
two weeks) “is like 
Christmas.” 

It’s obvious Kosinski 
takes pride in her work 
and where she works. 1 ler 
knowledge on books and 
the future of books, 
though she doesn’t consid¬ 
er herself an expert, is pro¬ 
found. 

“I love books - that’s 
often the thing that 
attracts you to it but it’s 
not necessarily the thing 
that keeps you going," she 
said about her job. “I 
think what I like is the 
level playing field it pro¬ 
vides for everyone - it’s 
affordable and it’s there 
for everyone.” 

Throughout the 10 years 
Kosinski has been at the

mentioned how when she 
started the number of 
inter-library loans was 
quite low and now the 
Didsbury Municipal 
Library alone sees 1,000 
inter-library loans coming 
and going within a month. 

She noted she’s not 
alone in keeping the 
library going on a daily 
basis. “I think the thing 
I’m mostly grateful for is I 
have such a really good 


team of people that work 
with me,” she said of the 
four permanent part-time 
employees. “I’ve got some 
really talented people 
working here." 

Kosinski also credited 
the town’s support for the 
library. “Every year since I 
was hired there has been 
increased library funding 
at least somewhat from the 
Town of Didsbury - they 
recognize that costs go up." 


The support from the town 
is not the only encourage¬ 
ment Kosinski sees. “Now, 
we’ve been working for the 
last 17 years to get an 
increase on our operating 
grant with the province and 
we’ve finally got that - last 
year I was getting really 
discouraged when we did¬ 
n’t get it.” 

Though Kosinski has 
had no formal training in 
her field of work, it’s the 


experience she has gained 
throughout the various 
facets of the library world 
that helped her land the 
job she’s in now. “I am 
really grateful the board 
hired me - 1 don’t have for¬ 
mal library training - I 
have lots of years of tin* 
Alberta Library 

Conferences,” she laughed 
adding if she doesn't know 
how to do something, she 
does know who to call. 

Her workload, as the 
director, consists of book¬ 
keeping, planning, 

researching, budgeting 
and human resources. 
Along with enjoying the 
people who pop into the 
library, Kosinski has other 
projects she’d like to see 
accomplished. 

“In the first month I was 
hired here I made a list of 
the things I wanted to 
accomplish and I haven’t 
accomplished them all. 1 
know there’s lots of other 
things I would like to see 
happen here.” 

Some of those things 
include seeing a film night 
begin, a type of social club 
where people can gather 
and discuss social, politi¬ 
cal or other news or world 
issues. She says for the 
most part she has accom¬ 
plished most of the things 
on the list but is still 
working on accomplishing 
the rest.
